Eorate’s Committes Makes Report on Ita|
Vixit to the Btats Institutions,

—

CONDITION OF BUILDING AND GROUNDS

Nearly All Found to Be in Fiest-Clnes
Shiape and Only n Few Minor He-
pales Needed —Dotalled Ree-
ommendntions Made,

LINCOLN, March 168 —{Special.)—Senator
Tefit, from the committer on publle lands and
bullings, =ubmitted the following report
Friday morning

“Mr. President—Your committes on public
lands and bulldings, having visited a number
of the public Institutions of the state and In-
vostigated, as far as Its time would permit,
the eandition and wants of the samo,
spectiully reports:

“The first dnstitution visited was Lhe
stitute for the Hlind at Nebraska Cliy.
roof of the old part of this lnstitution
been recently replaced by a new shingle goof
and seeme to be In good repalr. The super-
{ntendent reports the tin roof to have been
fmproperly lapped and nesding considerable
repairs. Within Lthe laxt biennium a new
brick stable has been bullt, which seems Lo
be all that it required In this direetion, An
approprintion is asked for to bulld a dor-
mitory, and your committee recommends Lhat
$10,000 be npproprinted for this purpose. The
coal purchased by that institution, according
to its biooks, ftrom Aprll 25, 1883, to January
1, 1865, aggregated 697 tons, at a total cost of
$1.800.66, or an average of about $2.90 per
ton. The furniture of the institution, so far
a8 the dormitory and rooms used by the
puplls are concerned, sbems to be moager in
quantity and cheap In quality. The grounds
have been lmproved during the last biennium
by the building of concrete walks, eto.,
which are not completed, however, and a
relatively large approprintion {s asked for in
this direction. The grounds, however, are in
good condition, and the site (eantiful by na-
ture) has been improved uatil it is pleas-
ing to the eye, and your committee récom-
mends that the appropristion for this purpose
be not Inrge.

PERU NORMAL SCHOOL.

“The next Institution visited was the State
Normal school at Peru.  This institution is
most beautifully situsted, the grounds being
rolling and high, giving a beautiful view of
the surrounding country. and the natural
troca and plonted ones making the surround-
fngs of the institution very pleasing,  The
superintendent reports the roof lenking along
the valleys connecting the old and new build
{ng, and considerable repalrs will e pecossary.
The superintendent asks that a gymnusium
and armory be bullt, costing $2,000, but your
commitiee dops not recommend the appro-
pristion.  Your committes recommenids that
to the Item of postage and postal expenies in
the approprintion asked for that the word
tolegraphing be added.  The most pressing
need of this institution Is an adequate water
supply. 1In this connection your committee
would state that [t interviewed the board of
trustees of the school and it is the opinion of
the board and also of your committes that to
gecure a permanent supply it I8 necessary to
go to the level of the Missouri river, locating
the well upon low land in the town of Peru,
where present wells have demonstrated that
the water supply 18 practically Inexhaustible,
The depth of the present well Is thirty-five
teot, striking at that depth hard rock, anid
does not furnish suffieient water to run the
enging  continuously, consequently  limiting
the houra of working of the electric light
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plant. For the purpose of securing this water
supply, laying pipes, furnishing engine, 'r.'l_r'..
it 1s estimated that the sum of $2.500

will be necessary, and your committee recom-
mends sald approprigtion. Your commlittee
recommends that the purchansing sgent of
this Institution purchase its coal from ﬂr_nl
band in carload lots. belleving the same will
result in materinl saving to the stnu-‘.
INSTITUTE FOR FEEBLE MINDED.
“The next Iostitution visited was the In-

titute for the Fechle Minded, which is
;mt.»a about three miles from  Beatrice.
The site s well chosen, and the bulldings

fmpoxing In thelr appearance, and the capac-
ity apparently large enough for their present
needs, The (nstitution is asking 1iberal ap-
propriation for repairs, while your commit-
tes notes that the Institution hpsg on iin‘pny
roll a earpenter at $60 per month, and thinks
that the necessary repalrs ought to be mnade
for less money than ls asked for. The water
supply Is also a perplexing question con-
nected with this Institution, the wells belng
troublesome on account of the difficulty of
sinking through the quick sand and main-
taining curbing. The committes recommendds
an appropriation of $1.000 for additional
water sapply. The cost of fuel for the last
two~ years for thls Institution hus been
$0.504.35, representing 3,646 tons, This Instl-
tutlon seems to havo been successfully main-
talned during the last two years upon the
appropriation, and your committec recom-
mends that the eatimate of the guperintend-
ent of the Institution be largely reduced,
noticlng especlally the estimate for repairs
and lmprovements, $4,000; rem-lng.limprnv-
Ing grounds, $2,000; remodeling boys’ cottage
$2,000. Sevenleen thousand dollars s asked
for the purpose of purchasing 170 acres of
land, which your committee dogs not recom-

mungl')l.mﬁlts' AND SAILORS HOME.

“Phe Soldlers’ and Sallors’ home is situated
about two and one-half miles from Grand
Island, and is reached by street cars from
the eity, The architecture of the main build-
Ing Is pleasing in its effect, the grounds,
however, belng too level, We notloe that no
appropriation was made for repairs during
the lust legislature, consequently an extra
appropriation will be wanted in this line this
year, the bulldings being considerably out of
repair. The roof of the main bullding leaks
and floors in maln halls nead relaylng. The
sewernge of the Institution Is not in first-
class order, nor apparently large enough for
the purpose of dralnage, consequently 'en-
dangering the health of the Inmates. The
superintendent says a new boller is needed,
as the pressnt one is in an unsafe condition,
The iunstitution has consumed, during the
last two years ending January 1, 18656, 842
tons of ooal at a totnl  cost  of
$0,580.64, The estloate usks  for a pew
bullding 46x40, two stories high, the esti-
mated cost of which Is $6,000, and would ac-
commodate about elghty more inmates, Under
ordindry tlmes your commities would have
no hesitancy in recommending an appropris-
tlon for the extension of this institutien, and
does not now report against it, but submits It
1o the senate for action. Your commitiee dods
not think that an argument I8 necessary on
the proposition that an old soldier should be
well taken care of during the short time that
the stute will have that privilege. We are
glad to note the eMelency of the commandant,
Mr. D, A. Sooville, which {5 shown in the
detalls of the management of the lnstitution,
The appropriation of $100 from the govern-
ment for each member lighteng the burdens
of the sinte and makes It more lmperative
that we should discharge our duties. Your
committee does not recommend the establish-
ment of another home, belleving that the
same corps of ofeers could more cheaply
manage an enlarged Institution rather than
have o new corps erented.

INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL FOR BDOYS.

“The Industrinl school at Kearney |5 ably
managed by It superintendent, J. T. Mal-
lallew, The boys are subject to thorough
discipling and are belng tavght as far as
means at hand will permit varlous trades
and occupations to fit them for dutles of
aotive life, The superintendent bas a high
reputation  In this  special  line of work
throughout the United States, The location
of the institutlon, though sightly and pleas-
g in that regard, 15 on a high hil, and ex-
posed Lo Nebraska zephyrs in an unpleasant
manner, making repairs somewhat expensive.
The bulldings are badly (o peed of repalrs,
the north walle of several of the bulldings
need rejointing. 1L haw been necessiry prac-
tically to abandon ome of the bulldings on ac-
count of its unsafe condition. Under ordi-
nary seasons the institutlon produces a large
amount of various farm products, which goes
far toward malolalning expenses of the in-
stitution, but In the last year little was
ralsed, a fact which must be taken into eon-
sideration in dealing with the wants of the
fnstitution. We found the boys eugaged in
various occcupations, making all the shoes
and clothing used by the inmates, and it was
suggostod by some of our committoe that In
the tallor whop of the Institution might
ehoa be manufactured clothing used by
famatos of the Soldiers' home, and possibly
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other Institutions of the mtate, thus n\-lng!
larger smplovinent to the Inmates and saving
to the sate quite & sum of money. This In
stitution consumed during the year ending
January 1, 1805, £.385 tons of conl, at a total
cost of 35,613, Yonr committer found the
syetem of bookkeeping adopled by the Instl-
tion an excellent one. Your commities sintes
that It will be necessary (o Aappropriate
largely lor repaira of Whin institation. A |
chapel s asked for In the extimate of the
superintendent, which your committes does
not  recommend, We recommend that the |
walary of the superintendent be ralsed, ns |
asked for In the estimate. We recommend |
that an approptiation be made to Increase the
facilities for water supply
ASYLUM AT HASTINGS

“Your ocommittee  found the Hospital
for. Incarable Insane at Hastings in ‘pethaps
the best state In regard to repair of any in-
stitute vistted, The bulldings are pleasantly |
loented] about a4 mile from Hastinge The |
rallroad, running to one elde of the grounds,
farnishes a switch to the Institution, making
It evnvenlent for the delivery of counl, ele,
About 40 per oent of the ontkide walls of the
bulldings have been painted o the last two
vears, adding 1o the appearance and ansist’'ng
to preserve and keep In repalr The Inn!de
of the bullding Is Kept in a very neat condi
tlon, the superintendent evidently appréciat-
ing the value of paraffne and ol The
perintendent asks an appropristion in a lump
of $147.800, which s Hemized In his repart
to the Board of Publie Lands and Bulldings,
While there are some good reasons for mak-
Ing appropriations this way, your comriittes
believes It I8 better that the attention of the
legislature should be called to the various
items asked for. ns (o this way they ean be

1l

more easily serutinized. and, furnishing a
baxis for a report, alnscs are not so likely
to creep in. The superintendent asks for

apecial appropriation to the amount of §56,000,
which, with the exeeption possibly of an ap-
propriation for water purposcs, your com
mittee does not recommend. The amount of
conl eonsumed was 4 810 lons, costing $16,470,
from January 1, 1882, to January 1, 1885
There are on the pay roll of the institution
fifty-two employes. The aggregate monthly
pay roll is $1,272.
NORFOLK'S ASYLUM.

“The Norfolk Asyvlum for the Insane is sit-
uited about three miles from Norfolk, on a
glghtly eminence, subjecting the buildings,
however, (o the influenee of high winds, which
have n tendency to make repairs necessary.
The buildings, Ike 811 others, must need more
or less repairing.  The halls and floors In the
dormitory need relaying, the same not hav-
ing had the proper cure when they were put
down. The roof of the maln bullding is In
denger of belng blown off with a high wind
gnd peeds fastening. The tin roof amd a
good part of the buildings need painting very
hadly The superintendent Informed  the
oommitteo that he can use the inmates for
help in making some of these répalrs.  Inas-
much as all our hospitils for the Insane are
In a crowded condition, It will soon become
necessary to erect gdditional room at some
of the Instituter. The superintendent of the
Norfolk asylum estimates that a bullding
two-stories high, #6x116, would accommodnte
150 patients, costing §$15,000. Your commit-
tee eatimates that this bullding eould be bullt
for from $6.000 to $7.000, muking an Increaged
capacity at a much cheaper ratio than any
of the other estimated. With the inecreasel
room a8 above the superintendent estimntes
that they will need two more attendunts for
additional  help. The present steam  and
light capacity will be sufficient to heat and
Hght the new bullding. The superintendent
wlso eays that the board and clothing fund
gr now asked for does not Include the main-
tennnee of any more patlents in the event
of a new bullding. There are employed In
this institution forty-four persons, making an
aggrigate monthly pay roll of $1,191.23. The
conl cost at this lopstitution from April 1,
1503, to January 1, 1895, $10,227.6G8.

INSTITUTE FOR THE DEAF.

“The Institut> for the Deaf is situated on
sightly grounds inside the eity HWmits of
Omaha, some distance from strest car lines,
The work performed by this institutlon is of
a high order, the pupils In many instances
being taught to speak, and the dormant
faculty of hearing being cultivated whereyor
found practicable, Some of the results ob.
talned from these methods were a surprize
to your commitiee, The Institutlon nesds
considerable repalring, and your committee
Suggeata that when a carpenter is employed
by an institution that he should be requirsd
to exercise careful supervision of the bufld-
ings and attend to repairs when first needed,
The question of sewerage, the city requires
connection with the sewer, and your com-
mittees recommends a reasonable appropria-
tion therefor. We do not, however, recom-
mend connection with the elty water, nor the
two bulldings asked for In the special appro-
priation, Probably the brick tunnel asked for
In the spectal appropriation should be bullt,
the wooden tunnel having decayed, An ap-
propriation should b* made for painting the
bullding, but your committee does net ree-
ommend eppropriation for front enlrance or
resaetting the bollers, There Is on the pay
roll of this Institution twenty-eight persons,
making a totul monthly asggregate pay roll
of $1,160.64, ssventeen of whom board at the
institution and eleven board out. The eoist
of coal for this institution from March 1,
1803, to February 28, 1890, was $5,771.36.

REFORM SCHOOL FOR GIRLS.

“The Girls' Industrial school at Geneva {8 a
beautiful  three-story  bullding, located on
forty acres of land belonging to the institu-
tion, about one-half mille from Geneva., The
bullding & well bullt, finlshed in oak, with

hard wood floors, the basement floor belng
cemented. The institution s in good repair,
exeept tin work in the eave-troughs and

some of the cornice on the tower, which can
be repalred very easlly, The roof, while In
good repair, should be painted. The Institu-
tion seems Lo be well and not expensively
managed, The pay roll of the lnstitution em-
braces six employes, There are five officers,
Your committes recommend an appropriation
extending the sewerage to the ereck, which
is about one-half mile distant from the In-

stitution. The superintendent reports to the
committee that the approprintion bLill  as
reported to  the ‘house of representa-
tives does  not  provide for  the two
famlily managers and  teachers of the
ingtitution, Your committeg supposcs that
this Is a mistake and recommend it to be

rectified, belleving this appropriation s nec-
essury to run the Institution, The superin-
tendent submits his estimateé in a lump sum,
a practice which your committee does not
recommend. Whether the amount is too high
or too low, wa will leayve (o the sennte with.
out recommendation, The conl consumed by
the institution from* March, 1863, to March,
18956, was G666 tons, costing $2,253.
ABYLUM AT LINCOLN.

“The Hospitul for the Insane at Lincoln
is Dbeautifully situnted, about three miles
from Linecoln, on 480 acres of land. All ex-
copt what s occupied by bulldings, orna
mental grounds and orchards 18 cultivated
Ly the institution. The grounds are very
beautiful and have been lmproved In an ar-
tistic manner, adding materinlly to the pleas.
antness of the hospital in the way of comfort
and convenience to the Inmates, The bulld-
ing, while not being modern in its |[deas of
architecture, is well appointed and kept in
as guod condition as could bhe expectad. Your
committee noticed that the basement I8 used
for wards for certain classes of Inmates and
noticed the celling s very low and means of
ventilation poor. and belleved that the only
reason why It should be used in this manner
is on neceount of the crowded condition of the
hospital, making It necessary, TIM superin-
tendent asks for an appropriation, which he
stated to the committes at $50,000, for the
purposs of building two detached bulldings,
the plans for which he showed the com-
mittee, Indicating the size of cach bullding to
be about 43x47 feel, outside measprement,
two stories ‘high, Upder ordinary elroum-
stances your committes would recommend
that these bulldings be built, but ar pressnt
refera the ouestion Lo the senate for its ac-
tion, The supsrintendent also asks an ap
propriation of $2.600 for foe house and cold

storuge room, 51,600 for new bullding at
water works, $600 for system of electrie
bells, ete., $600° for steam pipe covering,

which your committee does not recommend
In the matter of repairs, outside of the
amount necessary to repalr wards in the
hasement, your committee docs not recom-
mend, Thin Institution has on s pay roll
fifty-elgh! employes al an aggregate of $1.458
per month. The coal consumed by this insti
tution doring the last two years was 4607
tons, costing 311,431,
SUPERINTENDENT REPAIRS NEEDED,
“In Its lnspection of the public bulldings
the committes was Impressed with the ldea
that it would be for the best interests of
the state that a general superintendent of
reépairs, chargod with the duties of making
and superintending repairs and erection of
bulldings, be appointed. With the superin-
tendeént of repairs and erection recommended
the carpenters at various institutions could
be dispensed with, except whera pecessary

In teaching Inmates the trade. Your com-
mittes 8 mot In favor generally of increasing
the officers of the state. especially at this
juncture, but the officer woul cost little
money, and iIntelligent saperviaion is an item
of Arst Importance

“Without Indulging in oriticlsm of past
methiods, your commitiee recommends that in
contracts made In the futute the |dea should
be prominent that the supplies contracted for
khould be obialned at the very loweast obtain
able price. The atate isn large cotsumer, and
wholesale prices should be obtained whenever
posaible

“The burden of sapporting our various In-
stitutions I« Inrge enough upon the taxpayers
at the best, and should be lghtened In every
conceivable way consistent with goosd sup-
plles and good =erviee. In the ftem of coal
for Instance. In thess Institutions, the state
constmes 20344 tons, and purchasing thus
largely the state should have the same bonefit
as other purchasers of lke amoutits,

“"Your committes would strongly recom-
mend & uniform g¢stem of bookkesping as far
as possible, inslsting that all bodkkeepers
keep thelr Looks brought down practically
to date and not be allowed to let them ran
gevernl months behind.

“Pay rolls shonld be often serntinized and
made ax nenr uniform, taking into considera-

tion the character of servite, and retrench.
ments insisted on wherever possible, In n
few words, business should only he consld-

erad In the management of the Institutions

“In regard to the cash funds of the wvari-
our Institulione of the state, your commilttes
recommends that the Board of Public Lands
and Buildings should congider this fund as
being applicabls for legitimate usex of the
various Institutions, more especially in the
way of extraordinary tepalrs and  supply-
ing extraordinary demands of the institu-
tion, and recommends that they formulate
some system of rules by which the vouch-
ers, showlng the purposes for which this fund
wax expended, shall be carefully scrutinized
nnd approved by the board,

“Your committes hng considered the gues-
tton of ahollshing the name of the Asylum
for the Incurable Insans at Hastings and
placing the three institutions for the care of
the ineane on the same basis, and recom-
mends that the same be done™
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KILLED A CONSTARLE FIRST.

‘fhen 1o Triod to Mu rdor Iis Family and
Finally Shot Himasell,

BATAVIA, N. Y., March 16 —Patrick Nu-
gent shot and killed Constable W, Harvey
Johnson last evening and attempted to kill
several other people and wound up by shoot-
ing himself, Nugent had been drinking and
his wife belng in delicate health was re-
moved to hey paronts’ home, In consequence
Nugent mude repeated threats against his
wife's relatives and yesterdny John Neville,
# brother of Mrs. Nugent, want before a jus-
tice and made a deposition charging Nugent
with drunkenness and disorderly conduct, and
the warrant was placed in the hands of Con-
stable W. Harvey Johnson for the arrest.
Last evening Officer Johnsgon, accompanied
by John Neville, started for the Nugent house.
Leaving Neville behind a knoll about 100
feet from the house, Johnson advanced to the
door, knocked and was admitted, Then
Neville heard a shot, and a lttle later Nu-
pent came Intp view with an ax, propesding
toward the Neville home, Neville followed
and attacked Nugent as he began to beat In
the door with his ax. Nugent got the best
of the fight und put his brother-in-liw to
flight. Then he broke In the housse whera
were the women and children of the famlily
and two neighboring women, He b2gan a
fusilade with two revolveérs, shooting Mra.
O'Connor in the neck. Mrs, Nugent and her
children had hidden, and, falling to find them,
Nugent put a revolver to his head and sznt a
bullet through his brain, falling upon a bed
A corpse. A few moments later his little
daughter erawied from under the bed, picked
up the revolver and ran to her mother saying:
“1 guess papn s dead; I just heard him

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JUSTIFIED THE KILLING,

Sinyer of Colonel Parsons Acquitted on the
Plea of Sell-Dotenso,

Conductor Goodman Fonnd Not Guilty.

CHARLOTTESVILLE, W. Va., March 16.—
The jury in the trinl of Conductor Goodman
charged with the murder of Colonel Parsons
of Natural Bridge, Va., brought In a ver-
dict of not guilty this morning.

Friday, July 29, 1844, the startling Intelli-
gence was recelved In this elty that Colonal
R. €. Parsons, bullder of the Richmond &
Alleghcny railroad and owner of the Natural
Bridge property and a man of national repu-
tation had heen shot and instantly killed by
T. A, Goodman, a conductor on the Chesa-
peake & Ohio rallroad, in the lobby of
Gladys' Inn at Clifton Forge, Va, Goodman
and Parsonz had been on bad terms for years,
Parsons claiming that Goodman had been
rude and cruel 1 his treatment of Miss Par-
sons, a daughter of the colonel. Parsons
wrotg to the Chesapeaks & Ohlo authorities
complaining of Goodman's conduet and dis-
closed that the conductor's manner was
offensive and reflected upon  his  morallty.
The letter of Parsons was unsigned, but the
absenco of the signature was conceded to
hava been an unintentional omission as there
was every Indicetion In the letter that it
was from Paregons. Goodman called Parsons
out of the lobby, showed him a copy of the
letter, asleed If he was the author, to which
Parsons replied in the afirmacve. Goodman
demanded a retraction, which Parsons de-
clined to muke and Goodman then shot him
down and killed him. Goodman made the
plea of sell defense.

COVERT THREAT OF CIVIL WAR,

Canndian Protective Association Demands
the Expulsion of the Jesults.

TORONTO, Ont., March 16.—The executive
committes of the Canadian Protective asso-
ciation has Issued a manifesto In which a
solemn protest Is enlered agalnst Dominlean
Interference In the Manltoba school question,
It accuses the Roman Catholie hierarchy,

which It says Is controlled hy Jesults, of
stirring up feclings of discontent In ths
minds of French halfbresds, who, If leL

alone, would have acecepted the school act
without guestion. There is also a very slight
veiled threat that If the Dominlon govern-
ment accedes to Lhe blerarchy's demands,
civil war will be pngendered, “as happened,””
to use the words of the manifesto, *‘to the
groat country to the south of us, when $4,-
000,000,000 was expended, and the lives of
many milllon men were sacrificed to make
good arguments for state and federal rights.”

Continuing, the manifesto says: "“To pre-
vienlt a recurrence of attempis to destroy the
publle school system of the various provinces
and to restors harmony among all our peo-
ple, irrespective of creed, we ask all our
membars, and every patriotic citizen, to unlte
In the just demand that Jesults be forthwith
oxpelled from this country.” The muanifesto
Is being sent broadcast over the couniry by
mull and wire.

She sang Charles Wesley's
panlms with him, and Hatencd to all he had
to siy about experlmental religlon. Gov-
ernor Oglethorpe was well pleased with the
turn affairs were taking, and used every
means to throw the young pesple together.

THE ROMANCE BRGINS.

One day a terrifle storin arose. The masts
were broken. Everybody began to pray
The Germuns on board sang solemnly on
while the waves were beating at the ship
as If to tear It to pieces, Then it was that
John Wesley cried ot in an agony of doubt
“Am I ready to meet my God?" And Sophia
Canston, standing near, looked up at this
noble, soul-stirring evangelist and thought
“If not he, then who of all on board this
fated eraft?’ In these seasons of doubt,
while Wesley was experiencing what his bi-
ographers term his new birth, the touching

Mr. Canston, Sophia’s uncle, was made
chief magistrate and, storckecper, and his
niece made herselt quite charming as Wes-
ley's pupil in French, and an earnest secker
after the exqulisite pleasures of experimental
holiness, Wi

At this time Jokn Wesley wrote to a
friend: “I find myself as neither desired
nor expected—Iindulging In honors and In
cnge and abundanoe. Stronge  school  for
one who hath but one business. to exerclse
himself unto holiness, nudl nudum christum
sequl.*”

Sophla was the officlal bells of the place.
She and John Wesley were the most con-
sgpleuous figures In soclety, and were conse-
quently thrown together very frequently.
Governor Oglethorps looked upon the affair
as settled, and so did the people of the col-
ony. Oglethorpe wished to ses it settled, be-
cause he wished ®o keep Wesley in Savan-
nah, Instead of letting the young missionary
wander off, as had been his original Intention,
to preach to the Indians, Wesley and Dela-
motte taught gchool, presched and held love
feasts, and in the evening sang psalms.  Mr.
Delamotte  taught about forty children to
“read, write and cast accounts.” Before
sehool In the morning. and after school in the
evening, Mr. Wesley catechisel) the “lower
class” of children, and endeavored to fAx
something of his own gpirit Into their minds,
as well as thelr memories,

At night when the candles burned, and
their work was done, and the still woods
ahout them gave back no ccho to thelr volees,
Mr. Wesley had the women and young men
meet at the church for a severer catechism
of thelr bibles, The few hours left from this
teaching e spent partly In studying German
with Bishop Nitschma, teaching Greek to
Mr. Delamotte, helplng Charles Wesley with
his sermons and reading French with Sophla
Cunston.  There are pretty word pletures In
these old letters of the two young people
sitting together under the trees in the pub-
lle park or walking together to the love feasts
in the evening, One can see the tall, lNthe
figure of Wesley, priest-robed, classic-faced,
thrilled with a first, strange, human love.

But he was the wvery last person to see
himgell In the situation, He kept himself
quite busy, bullt o parsonage, In which he
Hyved In the stern, pleasureless, methodical
wuy which afterward gave a name to his
religion: and he rendered up the account of
his meager expenses to the honorable trus-
teds of Georgin. He visited Fredrica often
to preach to the seutlers there, He studled
the Indian languages, still in hopes of going
umong them. AL times he slept upon the
ground, and when morning came discovered
ils clothes to have frogen to the earth, as
well s his long, abundant bair. Once he
wny nearly drowned in the ley river while
attempting to oross, but these were the or-
dinary experiences of early mlsgslonaries,

Elnborate Ceremonies Attending 1t Change
from Stutehouss to Statehouse,

While the house of representatives of Mns-
sachusetts was preparing to the
new  oapitol bullding, a patriotic  membor
that no arrangements liad been
made for the transfer of the codfizsh symbol
which occupied an Imposing nlehe over the
speaker's chair in the ol temple. The dis-
covarer was shocked at what appeared to be
sacrilegious neglect, and at onece assumed
in air of outruged Bay state dignity and
poured out his indignation in thrilling rhe-
torie, towit:

“Humble the suhject, and homsly the de-
skgn, yet this painted Image bears on its
finny front a majesty greater than the dig-
nity that art ean lend to graven gold or
chigelled marble. The sphere it fills is vaster
than that through which Its prototype car-
cored with all the myrind tribes of the great
deep, The lessons that may be learpned from
it are nobler than any to be drawn from
what I8 only beautiful., For this sedate and
solitary fish is instinct with memories and
prophecy, like an oracle.
